“ balanced, comprehensive health 
care protection” at a cost they can 
afford 
under 
his new 
health 
insurance program. 
Nixon 
said 
the plan 
“ would 
finance virtually all of the health 
protection people need— hospital 
and physician’s care in and out of 
the hospital, drugs, laboratory tests, 
X-rays, medical devices, ambulance 
service, 
treatment 
of 
children, 
catastrophic illness—and even men­ 
tal illness, including alcoholism and 
drug abuse.” 


The 
plan 
would 
be 
financed 
through three methods, he said, and 
coverage under all three would be 
identical: 
—For workers, employers would 
pay “ the bulk of the cost of 
premiums” for health insurance. 
The precise ratio was reported still 
somewhat in dispute within the 
administration. 


—Coverage for people with low 
incomes and those who could not 
purchase health insurance at a 
reasonable cost because of poor 
health or risky occupations would be 
subsidized, partly by the govern­ 
ment.

$24.000 a year 
County Clerk Howard C Menzel 
told the board that it appeared the 
election bureau staff would not be 
able to complete validation of 
petitions protesting the pay raise 
before the Feb 
11 
date* when 
candidates for county supervisor 
would be taking out nomination 
papers and paying filing fees. 
Candidates are required to pay 2 
per cent of the salary of the office. 
The supervisors are thus falling 
back on their salarv slightly over 
$14.(XX) 
The urgency ordinance proposed 
by Supervisor Frank J Frost was 
legal, the county counsel’s office 
ruled, 
because 
candidates 
for 
supervisor have the right to know 
what their filing fee will be 
Menzel said it appeared certain 
the referendum petitions with more 
than 20,000 names could qualify with 
only 8.573 needed to be validated 
About 4.000 had been validated 
Monday after a week long effort 
Supervisor Francis H. Beattie 
voted 
against 
the 
urgency 
ordinance, saying he felt the board 
should get a report first from the 
election bureau 


Supervisor Frost had been the 
only board member to oppose the 
pay 
hike 
last 
December. 
The 
Citizens for Integrity in County 
Government had kicked off the 
referendum campaign 
The pay raise was voided before 
the board could get an opinion from 
the U.S. Cost of Living Council 


When county counsel George P 
Kading told the board he felt the 
emergency action was justified, 
chairman Catterlin said he “ hoped 
this ordinance doesn't cut out all of 


our salary,” by some blunder 
Kading assunxl them it was all 
right

White House set up a trust fund in 
1969 containing $100,000 contributed 
by milk producers and it was used 
for campaign spying and political 
dirty tricks, according to newly 
released testimony by President 
Nixon’s former personal lawyer 
The 
attorney, 
Herbert 
W 
Kalmbach, said in a court deposition 
the fund was established in mid-1969 
with a $100,000 secret contribution 
from milk producers. Kalmbach 
testified briefly about the secret 
fund before the Senate Watergate 
committee last summer. He said in 
the new statement he now believes 
nearly $2 million was channeled 
through the fund. 
The fund was used to pay for 
campaign spying carried on by 
retired New York City policeman 
Anthony Ulasewicz. the political 
dirty tricks of Donald Segretti, and a 
$400,000 secret contribution to the 
opponent of Gov George C. Wallace 
in his 1970 Alabama gubernatorial 
primary. Kalmbach said 
Kalmbach’ deposition was given 
in a civil suit filed by Ralph Nader 


charging that the $427,500 the dairy 
industry gave to Nixon’s campaign 
was in return for administration 
decisions to raise price supports on 
milk Kalmbach denied knowledge 
of any such arrangement 
Kalmbach said the fund was set up 
at the direction of H R. Haldeman. 
then President Nixon’s chief of the 
White House staff 
He said he 
himself was under orders to make 
no 
disbursements 
without 
Hal- 
deman’s approval 
“ Under the terms of my trust it 
was understood I would not do 
anything other than at the express 
direction of Mr Haldeman or others 
that stood clearly in his shoes.” 
Kalmbach said

affection for Rose (his girlfriend) who 
happens 
to 
be 
Spanish; 
Rose's first 
mistake 


Rose's second mistake is that she wants 
to marry her boss, Mr Peterson However. 
Peterson has put her off for eight years and 
continues 
to 
do 
so 
because 
of 
his 
insecurities. Yet he relies on her more than 
he likes to admit, to operate his record 
business smoothly, to administer aspirin 
for his headaches 


Peterson’s 
latest 
headache 
develops 
when rock star Conrad Birdie is about to be 
drafted into the Army with the company in 
debt Rose invents a wild publicity scheme 
which constitutes the main plot 


Although Cabrillo’s show comes with a 
few rough areas. 
Bye, Bye Birdie.“ 
directed by drama teacher Wyatt Haupt, 
is pleasing overall 
His production is 
exceptionally well cast; there emerges 


many 
exciting 
and 
funny 
character 
performances 
Already mentioned are the excitable 
Peterson played by Bob Erbe, marriage 
minded Rose played by Jo Michael and 
Moe Peterson 
(the meddling mother) 
played by Donna Coselman To this add a 
hair-combing, 
turned-up collar Conrad 
Birdie played outstandingly by Michael 
Brandshaw and a few other minor, but 
shining supporting roles 
Special mention to Bob O’Hare as Mr 
MacAfee We never knew Ed Sullivan was 
such a big deal 
The chorus enthusiastically performed

Crackdown on cyclists to start soon

The long-promised major crac kdown on 
off road motorcyclists, who are charged 
with tearing down no trespassing Mgns and 
driving homeowners to distraction with 
noise nuisances, is expected shortly, the 
Santa 
Barbara 
County 
Board 
of 
Supervisors was informed Monday 
With defiant rnotorbikers roaring about 
on trails carved out of once peaceful 
hillsides within half a mile of the sheriff's 
headquarters 
in 
(ioleta 
Valley, 
the 
supervisors in effect Monday gave Sheriff 
Jonn W’ Carpenter the green light once 
more to arrest the worst culprits 
At the same time the supervisors voted 
to abandon plans to allow a portion of the 
county's Tajiguas landfill area west of 
(ioleta for a legal motorcycle riding park 
But the county will continue its lengthy 
search for a suitable isolated riding area 


with the help of an advisory committee to 
be named shortly 
There were also these developments at 
the supervisors weekly session 
Supervisor Curtis Tunnell suggested 
the county s only salvation in having an 
authorized riding area set aside1 appears to 
he with the I S Forest Service He said 
the federal authorities should be able to 
select a place within the "700,000 acres of 
national forest in this county 
He added he 
felt it was impossible for the county to 
authorize such an operation on private land 
anywhere due to vehement protests of 
nearby residents 
The sheriff s office showed it is about 
to send out officers mounted on dirt bikes 
of their own to chase and arrest riders who 
are 
utilizing 
private 
lands 
without 
permission and creating noise and other 
nuisances The sheriff's office has taken 
several months to get the specially made 


machines delivered and train officers for 
the chase

The Braves have been cruising in first place the whole season At 9 
0, their closest call was the last Cabrillo encounter when a 
heavyweight pm by Roy Patterson handed them a sweet 28-22. victory. 
At 7-2 and in second place, Cabrillo has toughed out a season of 
biggies and staked a firm claim on an honors display case at the Hill 
school, win or lose They appear if anything, stronger than their last 
bout with the Braves. 
Wednesday’s Lompoc Cabrillo tiff, with a tradition of tight, 
dedicated matches, will doubtless be the league mat spectacle of the 
season 
Each dual meet win grants one league point toward the league 
championship So, Lompoc has 9 and Cabrillo 7 Saturday, the league 
tournament will take place at Lompoc* in which all wrestlers from the 
six NL squads will scrap The team winner of this all-day fracas gets 
another 10 league points, the placer gets eight league points, next six 
and next four.

individualism 
that 
has 
gone 
by 
the 
wayside. 


For better or worse, the 
blue innuendoes on Johnny 
Carson’s 
show 
now 
are 
understood as readily in 
remote hamlets as in great 
cities. 


The 
airwaves 
have 
become mental highways 
that go through just about 
every 
main 
street 
in 
America 
And, 
sad 
to »say, the 
differences in main streets 
in various regions are not as 
colorfully singular as they 
once were. 
If you have driven across 
the nation, you know that a 
highway is a highway is a 
highway. 
Only if you get off the 
main roads do you get a feel 
of the many varying flavors 
that blended to make the 
country stimulating. 
You have to walk down 
the side streets of villages 
and towns and cities to know 
what any land is all about. 
But there are almost no 
side 
streets 
in 
network 
television The mentalities 
of Hollywood and New York 
City dominate the home 
screen. 
And, as a result, they have 
an unnatural influence on 
virtually 
every 
bit 
of 
America 


There are video programs 
here and there that try to 
register 
a 
grassroots 
quality 
And 
sometimes 
they succeed 
Yet, in the end, you know 
that 
it 
is a 
grassroots 
quality filtered through the 
Hollywood and New York 
mentalities. 
The 
daily 
living 
experiences in these cities 
bear little resemblance to 
the 
styles 
of 
existence 
elsewhere in the country. 
And then consider the 


people 
who control 
and 
guide network television’s 
programs, including those 
of a grassroots nature: 
Most of them live in the 
same few areas. They drive 
the same class of cars. 
Their 
houses 
and 
apartments are in the same 
price range. 
They eat in the same 
restaurants. They belong to 
the 
same 
clubs. 
Their 
salaries are in the same 
bracket 
They 
have the 
same essential goals—the 
chief of which is to retain 
what they have. 
So an enormous irony 
emerges; 
Technologically, 
television has helped do 
away with provincialism as

Long road ahead 


Lompocans looking for a gasoline station 
this past weekend no doubt threw up their 
hands in disgust. If they did find one, was 
waiting in that line worth it'; And 
if 
gasoline was purchased, there was shock 
on the faces of many at the price hikes of 
more than three cents a gallon. 


The crunch tor gasoline is not going to 
get any better, particularly at the end of 
each month, but we had all better brace 
ourself for a storm over food prices, atop 
the fuel problem. 


The nation's press at the end of last 
week reported a jump in the farm-price 
index which points the way to the storm. 
When the price at the farm goes up, the 
retail 
prices 
rise accordingly. 
Some 
experts are predicting a three per cent 
hike in retail prices this month. Dairy

product prices are likely to zoom further, 
despite the easing of import quotas. Many 
dairy farmers are pulling out, displeased 
over their profits. We can also expect 
further increases in meat prices as cattle 
slaughter slackens. 
And to add to it all, there is a danger of a 
wheat shortage this summer. 
The Wall Street Journal reports that 
farm officials fear fresh charges of mis­ 
management 
and 
unconcern 
for 
the 
consumer. Their main target is heavy 
grain exports, possible overcommitment 
of U.S. supplies. And the public offer from 
the Soviets to sell wheat to the U.S. if the 
wheat 
squeeze 
gets 
too 
tight 
was 
reprehensible to the farm officials and we 
agree. 
Tighten up the belt and the wallet. There 
appears to be a long road ahead. 


End of the GOP 


At lunch the other day I was 
startled 
to 
hear 
an 
American 
specialist 
in 
Republican 
Party 
affairs give it as his judgment that 
not inconceivably the Republican 
Party would die in about three 
years. “Here’s what would do it,” 
he explained to his two guests. 
"First, a tremendous defeat in the 
Congressional elections this fall 
Next, in 1976, a catastrophic defeat 
at every 
level — Presidential, 
Congressional, and local ” 
After that, he said, 
in the ruins of 1977, 
the 
commanding 
position 
of 
the 
organized 
party 
would be lost, and 
ambitious 
conser­ 
vatives would look 
for another label. It 
would be not unlike 
the end of the Whig 
Party in the mid- 
1850s. 


As an obliging Providence so often 
arranges things, not an hour after 
hearing this analysis my eyes ran 
over the latest issue of the official 
Republican Fight Sheet called First 
Monday. The central message was 
from Congressman John Rhodes, 
the minority leader of the U.S. 
House 
of 
Representatives. 
Mr 
Rhodes is on Cloud Nine. He grants, 
looking ahead to the elections of this 
fall, that there are things out there 
to worry about, mostly on account of 
Watergate. But, he tells us, there 
isn’t all that much to be worried 
about, for two reasons. The first is 
that the GOP was in no way 
responsible for Watergate. So the 
public won’t blame the Republicans 
in general. 


And then, "secondly, I am of the 
opinion that our Watergate-inspired 
difficulties will actually make us 
stronger as a party in the long run 
That is because Watergate has

Suggest adding the Santa Ynez 
Historical Society Museum in Santa 
Ynez to your cheap thrills list. 
Cheap meaning diversion at no or 
low cost. 
Early last summer I visited the 
small museum It contained the usu­ 
al historical products of an Indian- 
Spamsh-Mexican-Anglo 
inhabited 
area: stone and metal tools, ancient 
weapons, 
old 
saddles, 
old 
photographs, and soon. 
Most of the artifacts pertained to 
the 
Santa 
Ynez 
Valley, 
but 
I 
happened upon some material about 
Lompoc which was not displayed 
The society maintains a little 
room of books in back. In that room 
is a closet and in there is a wall of 
stacked books of curious make, 
marked off by the names of local 
towns. A couple of the markers have 
“ Lompoc' hand written on them 
I didn't have time to investigate, 
but driving back I fantasized I had 
discovered 
something 
startling 
about Lompoc way back when. 
Maybe “ the truth” about Lompoc, 
whatever that might be 
Well, last week I made the return 
visit. That’s not an easy fit when the 
museum keeps such brief hours. 1 to 
4 p.m. on Saturday and Sunday only 
What those old books contain, 
according to the man who donated 
them, is “ the true history7 of all the 
ranchos,” 
including the Rancho 


Lompoc and the Rancho Mission 
Vieja de la Furísima which in part 
later became the incorporated city 
of Lompoc 
His description is exaggerated 
About Lompoc, they contain the 
legal history of the valley from 1873 
to 1910 Those dates were covered in 
the few "Abstract of Title ' volumes 
I looked over; so the total 20 books 
on Lompoc could extend these dates 
either way. 


Lompoc was founded in 1874 If 
someone wanted to document the 
sale transactions of Lompoc Valley 
properties the year before they were 
sold to the Lompoc Valley Land 
Company, that person would want to 
be get his hands on the books. 


For example, on January 10. 1873 
a legal agreement made between 
Mary H. Banning and Hannan F. 
Hollister 
was 
recorded 
Ms. 
Banning agreed to pay Ms. Hollister 
$20.000 in gold coins with interest 
payable annually at 10 per cent per 
annum for her "rights, title, and 
interest in all her late husband’s 
(Joseph H. Hollister» real estate,” 
that 
being 
the 
forementioned 
ranchos and Rancho Santa Rosa. 


The "Abstract of Title” books are 
simply 
typed 
copies 
of 
legal 
transactions conducted in Lompoc 
Valiev at the time. Thev include 


suits, 
agreements, 
articles 
of 
incorporation, 
and 
transfers 
of 
deeds, titles, and mortgages. 
I made notes on a Bank of Lompoc 
and 
Farmers 
and 
Merchants 
Savings Bank 1910 transfer of deed 
on lots 15 and 16 on block 64 of the 
vallevs 
subdivision 
map; 
the 
articles of incorporation of the 
Lompoc Hall Association; and a 1903 
transfer of land ownership between 
L.R 
Macy 
and 
the 
Union 
Transportation Co. This property 
was developed as the Lompoc oil 
field 


Familiar names pop up on almost 
every 
page: 
Henning, 
Cooper. 
Dimock. 
Dibblee. 
Huyck. 
for 
instance 


The donor, a 
Santa Barbara 
developer, said over the phone last 
week that he retrieved the abstracts 
in 1962 when Security Title Company 
of Santa Barbara was about to 
dispose of them after micro-filming 
their 
records. 
He 
donated 
the 
volumes to the Santa Ynez museum 
in 1968 for a tax write-off. 


Now the museum will let the 
books go for $3 each, their judged 
tax-write-off value. This may be 
displeasing news to the Lompoc 
Historical 
Society 
as they are 
interested in obtaining them. 
Someone, apparently, is going to 
pay for Security Title’s benevolent 
gesture.

Water workshop

the problems of water quality. 
Stanley C. Hatch, attorney for the 
Santa 
Ynez 
R iv e r 
Water 
Conservation District, spelled out 
the history of water investigations 
and the geography of supply during 
this century. He also touched on the 
conflict with the south county over 
rights to Santa Ynez River water 
Norman Caldwell, county director 
of public works outlined water 
quality control organization in the 
state and highlights of the county's 
participation in the state water 
project. 
But it remained for Air Force Col 
Sheldon J. Lustig to present the 
information that proved to be the 
most interesting for this reporter 


Lustig 
said 
Vandenberg 
would 
need 
varying 
amounts 
of 
supplemental water beginning with 
1,300 acre feet in 1977 and increasing 
to 6.200 a f. 
in 
1980-1990. 
The 
projections are based on the needs 
developing 
from 
the 
implementation of the government’s 
$225 million Space Transportation 
System (STS). 


With this as justification he told 
an audience of about 100 that the Air 
Force wanted a réévaluation of the 
Lompoc project. He said the project 
was favored over other possible 
a lt e r n a t iv e 
sources 
for 
supplemental water because of the 
multiple uses to which it could be 
put. 


Lustig said the appeal for a 
réévaluation was based or three 
factors: 1) Santa Ynez River basin 
is being overdrafted 2) Raw water 
supplies presently being pumped 
from 
the 
underground 
at 
Vandenberg, exceed public health 
standards in some respects. 3) 
There is an uncertain future for the 


San Antonio Basin that supplies a 
good per cent of the water required 
for 
the 
air 
base’s 
estimated 
population of 16,200 persons. 
He said Air Force engineers had 
considered current use, the possible 
demands of new programs and the 
loss of water through deterioration, 
when making projections of water 
needs. 
Later, this reporter asked Lustig 
where they proposed to get the 
6,200 a.f 
of water annually he 
thought Vandenberg would need in 
the decade beginning with 1980 — 
provided of course that the STS 
became a reality. 
Lustig 
said 
he 
didn’t 
know. 
Earlier he had also talked about the 
possible elimination of the Air 
Force outfall sewer disposal system 
in the Pacific Ocean and the 
substitution of a 
land disposal 
system. If that occurs and there is 
pressure for it, it would probably 
pose additional quality problems 
underground because of additional 
salts that would be added to the soil.
